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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 06/02/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive because the applicant failed to indicate why the application is patentable 
over the prior art. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in. the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to 
combine, as stated in the prior office action, can be found on column 3, lines 16-19 of Li 
et al, where it is said this would provide "a system that is easy to implement and 
effective at compressing even signals having low bit rates". Furthermore, the applicant 
indicated that all the claim limitations have not been addressed but does not state which 
claim limitation(s) he/she thinks have not been addressed. 

Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Terane (US 5,905,813) in view of Li et al (US 6,094,631). 

Terane teaches in figure (1) an apparatus and method for generating multiple 
descriptions of compressed data comprising: a DCT transform module (2) configured to 
generate transform coefficients from input data; a quantization module (4) coupled to 
the transform module and configured to quantize the transform coefficients; a layering 
module in the form of processor (9) coupled to the quantization module, and configured 
to generate an energy distribution of the quantized transform coefficients in an order of 
significance; and, an entropy coder (6) coupled to the layering module and configured to 
entropy code a number of layers to generate a description of compressed data. 

Terane does not specifically teach a compression method wherein data is 
grouped into different layers based on their energy distribution wherein given layers are 
selected based on their energy distribution. However, Li et al teach in figure (4) a 
compression method that includes grouping data in different layers and domains based 
on their energy distribution (See column 3, lines 33-35 and lines 56-65; and column 2, 
lines 48-53) and wherein the layers are selected based on their energy distribution (See 
column 6, lines 10-14). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate this scheme of Li et al into the 
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system of Terane to improve system performance and reliability because this would 
provide a system that is easy to implement and effective at compressing even signals 
having very low bit rates (See column 3, lines 16-19). It would have been further 
obvious to provide a storage element that holds quantized data in a plurality of domains, 
multi-bit units, crumbs, higher and lower layers of nibbles or energy distribution 
including a master inventory because that would create a plurality of domains 
corresponding to each energy concentration.
